UTAH  AT  HALFTIME 

Utah  had  a great  first  half  in 
hitting  56  percent  of  its  shots 
from  the  floor.  But  BYU  stayed 
with  the  Utes  on  outside  shoot- 
ing by  Randy  Schouten,  Doug 
Howard  and  Kari  Liimo.  At  half- 
time Utah  held  a 48-47  lead. 

BYU  reversed  the  picture  in 
the  second  half  by  employing  a 
deft  zone  defense  to  shut  out 
Utah’s  hot  shooter,  Jackson. 
Jackson  had  17  at  halftime  but 
ended  up  with  a game  total  of 
only  20  points. 

Meanwhile  Liimo,  Eakins,  Ho- 
ward, Schouten,  Scott  Warner 
and  Bruce  Barron  found  the 
range  on  the  basket  and  the  Cou- 
gars held  on  to  four  point  leads 
through  part  of  the  half  (78-74, 
80-76  and  83-79).

REALISTIC  POLICY 

Dr.  Lee  Farnsworth  opened  In- 
ternational Week  Sunday  night 
in  an  address,  “America’s  Role  in 
the  World.” 

Critical  of  the  U.S.  traditional 
role  of  isolationism,  Dr.  Farns- 
worth pointed  out  that  the  coun- 
try is  willing  to  pay  10  per  cent 
of  its  budget  for  arms  but  less 
than  one  third  of  one  per  cent  for 
foreign  aid. 

Dr.  Farnsworth’s  recommenda- 
tions were  to  “Not  only  base  our 
policy  on  reality  but  also  support 
it  on  reality,”  to  realize  all  na- 
tions operate  on  a basis  of  power 
and  states  should  enter  war  only 
to  protect  vital  interests,  and  to 
“recognize  the  changes  in  the 
world.” 


He  added  that  we  must  be  advo- 
cates of  “free  agency”  and  “free- 
dom to  develop”  rather  than  try- 
ing to  force  our  values  and  insti- 
tutions on  others.  Our  attitude 
must  be  “love  not  hate”  and  “food 
and  materials,  not  destructive 
weapons,”  he  stated. 

The  International  Film  Festival 
opens  at  noon  today  in  321  Wil- 
kinson Center  with  “Where  Win- 
ter’s a Pleasure,”  produced  by 
the  Canadian  Film  Board  for  the 
country’s  1972  Winter  Olympics 
bid.

Following  the  current  growth  trend  in  the  Church,  the 
449th  Stake  was  organized  last  week.  The  creation  was  a 
result  of  a split  in  the  Layton  Stake,  creating  the  new  Lay- 
on  East  Stake.  Presiding  over  the  new  stake  is  President 
Robert  F.  Bitner.  His  counselors  are  David  Adams  and 
Wayne  Winegar. 

The  new  President  Bitner  has  been  serving  on  the  High 
Council  of  the  Layton  Stake. 

Continuing  as  President  of  the  Layton  Stake  is  Presi- 
dent I.  Haven  Barlow,  who  has  presided  over  the  Layton 
Stake  since  it’s  inception  15  years  ago. 

MEMBERS  AND  PER  CENTS 

With  new  stakes  being  created  and  more  members  join- 
ing, a look  at  Church  membership  records  points  out  some 
interesting  facts. 

Utah  county  is  66  per  cent  Mormon.  The  state  of  Utah 
is  71  per  cent  Mormon,  representing  a total  713,784  mem- 
bers. 

In  the  Mormon  state  population  race,  California  over- 
whelms Idaho  for  second  place  with  more  than  a 100,000 
lead.  California  has  308,469  and  Idaho  has  177,656  mem- 
bers. 

Broadening  the  horizon,  Central  and  South  America 
have  Europe  and  the  British  Isles  edged  by  more  than  13,000 
members. 

The  United  States  has  1,809,589  Latter-day  Saint  mem- 
bers while  Canada  is  home  to  50,000  more. 

The  all-Church  total  is  2,483,038  for  1966.  It’s  unof- 
ficially expected  that  the  1967  total  to  be  announced  in  April 
Conference  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  2.6  million. 

JOSEPH  FIELDING  SMITH  RECEIVES  STATUE 

Lucy  Mack  Smith,  the  prophet  Joseph  Smith’s  mother, 
and  great-great  grandmother  of  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  has 
come  back  to  rest  in  Church  Visitor’s  Centers  throughout 
the  Nation. 

Ed  Farmington  made  five  statues  of  Lucy.  One  was  pre- 
sented to  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  which  now  occupies  a corner 
of  his  office.  The  Temple  Square  Visitor’s  Center  will  use 
one  to  tell  the  prophet’s  story  and  the  coming  forth  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  Other  points  of  historical  significance  will 
also  acquire  statues. 

MORE  PAPYRUS? 

Archives  reveal  interesting  items  at  interesting  times. 
Augmenting  the  Papyri  found  in  the  Eastern  Museum,  the 
Church  Historian’s  Office  came  forth  with  another  fragment 
which  was  part  of  the  Church’s  collection  regarding  the 
Egyptian  Alphabet  and  Grammar  prepared  by  Joseph  Smith. 

The  papyrus  has  been  around  ever  since  church  historian 
William  Lund  can  remember.  He’s  been  there  since  1908. 

NEW  BYU  PATRIARCHS 

The  BYU  7th  and  8th  Stake  each  received  a new  Patri- 
arch in  the  conferences  Sunday.  Sidney  Sperry  and  C.  Nello 
Westover  are  the  new  patriarchs. 

Dr.  Sperry  has  been  at  BYU  since  1932  when  he  fin- 
ished his  schooling. 

C.  Nello  Westover  was  born  and  raised  in  the  Uintah 
Basin.  Working  as  a CPA  for  US  Steel,  he  raised  his  six 
children  around  Provo.  He  served  in  various  High  Councils 
before  being  called  to  be  a Patriarch.

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OVATIONS 

Editor: 

A loud  and  enthusiastic  standing 
ovation  at  BYU  constitutes  noth- 
ing more  than  an  audience  of 
tired  students,  group-pressured  in- 
to stretching  their  cramped  legs. 

Students  at  this  great  institu- 
tion seem  to  lack  the  knowledge 
that  standing  ovations  have  a spe- 
cial significance.  When  a flaw- 
free  performance  is  presented  by 
one  of  the  world’s  great  artists, 
then  it  is  appropriate  to  commend 
such  a performance  by  a standing 
ovation. 

Unfortunately,  a few  unknow- 
ledgeable  attention  seekers  have 
started  an  unconquerable  stand- 
ing tradition  that  becomes  more 
ludicrous  at  each  occurrence. 

Here  at  BYU  standing  ovations 
have  been  given  for  concerts, 
speeches,  athletic  events,  and 
even  turtle  races.  Half  the  people 
standing  at  a recent  fireside  were 
wondering  why. 

Perhaps  BYU  students  are  ex- 
cessively kind,  perhaps  they  are 
only  foolish,  or  perhaps  they  often 
have  tired  derrieres,  but  my 
guess  is  that  the  majority  of 
people  standing  during  ovations 
do  not  want  to  be  standing.  If  one 
or  two  people  happen  to  get  tired 
bottoms  and  decide  to  stand  at  the 
end  of  a performance,  the  people 
in  back  of  them  stand  to  see  the 
stage.  Surrounding  victims  can- 
not bear  to  see  themselves  better- 
ed by  others,  so  they  too  stand 
and  applaud  vigorously.  Thus  a 
chain  reaction  brings  the  whole 
audience  to  their  feet. 

If  the  present  fever  continues, 


students  will  eventually  feel  ob- 
ligated to  stand  and  applaud  the 
entrance  of  each  favorite  teacher. 

Standing  ovations  have  become 
so  common  they  have  lost  all 
their  significance.  Artists  per- 
forming before  BYU  audiences 
used  to  brag  about  getting  a 
standing  ovation;  now  they  com- 
pare the  lengths  of  their  ovations 
and  how  many  they  get  at  one  ap- 
pearance. 

Indeed  all  of  this  constant 
standing  might  bring  boredom  to 
a good  tradition.  At  best  it  will 
keep  students  fit  and  trim.

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Criticism 
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After  examining  a number  of  letters  to 
the  editor  and  listening  to  feed-back  from 
recent,  editorial  campaigns,  it  appears  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  the  nature  of 
criticism. 

Criticism  is  a subject  fraught  with  mis- 
conceptions and  differences  of  opinion.  No- 
where is  the  dichotomy  of  thought  more 
in  evidence  than  among  members  of  The 
Church.  Many  devout  individuals  consider 
criticism  to  be  completely  foreign  to  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  while  others  view  it  as  a 
dominating  element. 

This  difference  of  opinion  can  be  better 
understood  when  the  term  criticism  is  an- 
alyzed from  each  of  the  opposing  view 
points. 

Those  who  view  criticism  as  foreign  to 
Christianity  usually  define  the  term  as  fault 
finding,  and  view  criticizing  as  the  terminal 
process  of  pointing  out  faults.  To  such 
people  it  is  wrong  to  acknowledge  anything 
but  good  in  other  people  or  in  institutions. 
They  constantly  take  issue  with  themselves 
and  others  over  any  attempted  criticism. 
Members,  of  this  school  make  excellent  fol- 
lowers but  experience  some  real  difficulties 
as  leaders. 

Those  who  view  criticism  as  a dominat- 
ing element  of  Christianity  may  also  define 
the  term  as  fault  finding  but  they  do  not 
view  it  as  a terminal  process.  Instead  it  is

viewed  as  an  integral  part  of  the  process  ol 
perfection. 

Just  as  a full  knowledge  of  the  weak- 
nesses and  shortcomings  of  his  men  is  of 
vital  importance  to  an  athletic  coach  or  a 
military  general,  a full  knowledge  of  weak- 
nesses and  problems  is  essential  to  the 
seeker  of  perfection. 

Under  this  approach  criticism  is  fault  pi 
finding  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  fault  &f 
rather  than  boosting  the  ego.  It  makes 
criticism  the  forerunner  of  improvements 
and  perfection  an  ability  to  be  sought  after  *»« 
and  developed  and  an  important  attributed 
of  an  administrator  or  leader. 

Once  criticism  has  been  placed  in  this 
perspective  it  should  be  apparent  that  idle 
or  non-constructive  criticism  has  no  place 
in  the  system.  What  isn’t  so  apparent  is  that  |( 
criticism  that  is  not  confined  to  an  issue  or 
that  which  offers  no  better  solution  to  a 
problem  is  useless  or  idle  because  it  accom- 
plishes nothing. 

As  a newspaper  we  subscribe  to  the 
latter  view  of  criticism.  We  will  publish  |dj 
comment  and  criticism  on  any  purpose  of 
improvement,  correction  or  solution.  We  en- 
courage our  readers  to  critically  evaluate 
what  the  yread  and  freely  contribute  to  the 
improvement  of  ideas  and  situations.  Re-

The  following  are  excerpts 
extracted  for  reasons  of  possible 
relevance  to  conditions  and  con- 
tradictions on  this  campus: 

“The  moral  teachings  of  Jesus, 
as  disclosed  in  the  Four  Gospels, 
set  forth  the  highest  standards  of 
individual  and  social  conduct,  to- 
gether with  the  greatest  sense  of 
compassion  and  understanding 
(together  with  forgiveness)  of  hu- 
man frailty.  His  words,  ‘Neither 
do  I condemn  thee:  go,  and  sin  no 
more’  (John  8:11),  afford  comfort. 
Few,  aside  from  Jesus,  ever  ut- 
ter them.  Nor  are  prayers  often 
heard  for  “them  which  despite- 
fully  use  you.”  (Matt.  5:44.) 

“Nor  is  love  displayed  toward 
enemies.  The  Gospels  tell  us  that 
moral  conduct,  right  or  wrong,  is 
a matter  of  attitude— of  the  heart, 
mind,  and  spirit,  as  well  as  the 
physical  performance  of  the  hand, 
foot,  or  body;  that  in  order  to 
keep  ourselves  in  a state  of  grace, 
it  helps  to  be  forgiving  and  merci- 
ful to  others,  as  a means  of  disci- 
plining our  own  feelings,  conduct, 
and  expressions  . . . 

“Custom,  habit,  and  tradition 
are  more  influential  that  the 
‘source  material’  found  in  the 


Four  Gospels.  Despite  the  rise 
of  literacy  and  education,  and  the 
physical  presence  of  the  Bible, 
our  moral  standards  have  been 
more  firmly  shaped  by  the  on- 
ward sweep  of  custom  and  tradi- 
tion in  civilization. 

“Much  of  the  energy  expended 
to  uphold  rightness  or  deter 
wrongness  is  aimed  at  superfi- 
cialities rather  than  basic  human 


attitudes.  For  example,  longhair, 
beards,  and  sandals  are  not  in 
themselves  wrong.  Indeed,  they 
were  badges  of  respectability  not 
so  long  ago.  Nor  is  a neat,  well- 
groomed  look  always  the  badge  of 
moral  virtue.  Appearances  are 
often  deceiving.  But  the  minds  of 
men  tend  to  see  things  in  stereo- 
type.”

Hanoi  Suffers  From  Credibility  Gap  In  Vietnam  W<  | 


LONDON  (UPI)— Hanoi  as  well 
as  Washington  suffers  from  a cred- 
ibility gap  in  the  Vietnam  War. 

Qualified  diplomatic  and  mili- 
tary observers  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  are  concerned  over  the 
courses  of  the  fighting  in  the  cur- 
rent Communist  offensive. 

But  they  caution  that  the  latest 
Communist  propaganda  battle  is 
apt  to  cloud  the  real  picture  of  the 
war  of  arms. 

“Never  claim  that  a battle  is 
won  or  lost  when  three  quarters 
of  the  fighting  is  still  to  come,” 
the  influential  Economists  maga- 
zine urged  last  week. 

“The  armchair  strategists  are 
now  having  a field  day  with  Viet- 
nam. But  the  fact  is  that  the  great 
battle  which  opened  on  Jan.  30 
has  run  only  a fraction  of  its 
course.” 

Close  observers  of  the  Vietnam 
battle  do  not  deny  that  the  Com- 
munists have  scored  successes, 
some  of  them  impressive,  in  the 
initial  stage  of  the  struggle. 

But,  already  some  signs  clearly 
point  also  to  reversals  on  the  Com- 
munist side,  some  of  them  undoubt- 
edly very  worrying  for  Hanoi. 

Hanoi  which  claimed  all-out  sup- 


port throughout  the  south  failed 
to  trigger  a general  uprising 
against  the  Saigon  regime  and  its 
American  allies  when  the  Viet- 
cong  struck  in  the  heart  of  the 
cities.  Some  observers  consider 
this  a heavy  blow  indeed. 

One  British  commentator  said 
a comparison  would  be  that  if  in 
1944  the  Parisians,  instead  of 
rising  to  greet  the  Allied  Armies 
decided  instead  to  accept  contin- 
ued German  protection. 

The  fact  is,  there  has  been  no 
mass  uprising. 

The  population  in  the  cities  is, 
moreover  unlikely  to  forget  the 


terror  exercised  by  the  Vietcong 
during  their  presence. 

Furthermore,  the  reversal  of 
Hanoi’s  strategy,  from  protracted 
guerrilla  warfare  to  an  all-out 
massive  offensive  is  not  seen  by 
expert  observers  necessarily  as  a 
sign  of  strength  of  the  regime  of 
Ho  Chi  Minh. 

Some  defense  experts  believe  it 
may  on  the  contrary  reflect 
Hanoi’s  fear  that  it  cannot  with- 
stand an  indefinite  fight  and  there- 
fore choose  a make-or-break  stra- 
tegy- 

The  Communists  are  believed 
to  expect  from  their  current  offen- 


sive not  so  much  an  all-out  mili- 
tary victory  as  greater  readiness 
of  the  Americans  to  negotiate  on 
Hanoi’s  terms,  so  as  to  extricate 
themselves  from  the  Vietnam  dil- 
emna. 

The  Economist,  for  instance, 
holds  that  the  Communists  in 
Hanoi  are  staking  a great  deal  on 
an  attempt  to  “rattle”  the  allies 
into  making  concessions  before  the 
fighting  has  yielded  its  own  ver- 


dict. 


The  Vietcong  is  believed  to  have 
put  about  half  its  main-force  units 
into  the  offensive  of  these,  half 
probably  will  be  wiped  out,  repre- 


First  GOP  Delegates  Chosen 


OKLAHOMA  CITY  (UPI)-Ele- 
ven  men  and  one  woman  were 
elected  Saturday  as  the  first  dele- 
gates in  the  nation  to  the  Republi- 
can national  convention  and  most 
of  them  “lean”  toward  former  Vice 
President  Richard  M.  Nixon. 

The  delegates  were  elected  at  six 
district  conventions.  Oklahoma’s 
remaining  10  delegates,  at-large, 


will  be  named  at  the  GOP  State 
Convention  Feb.  24.  The  entire  dele- 
gation is  expected  to  be  unin- 
structed. 

Martin  Garber,  head  of  Nixon’s 
campaign  in  the  state,  was  elected 
a delegate  in  the  Sixth  District, 
while  State  Sen.  Richard  Stans- 
berry of  Oklahoma  City,  Chairman 
of  the  Ronald  Reagan  Club  in 


Oklahoma,  was  chosen  from  the 
Fifth  District. 

A poll  of  the  12  delegates  in- 
dicated most  “lean”  toward  Nixon, 
although  they  are  not  firmly  com- 
mitted to  any  candidate. 

Stansberry  said  he  was  “very 
pleased”  with  the  outcome  of  the 
voting.
